BY-LAW NO. 4. 


A BY-LAW to expropriate certain property in 
the town of Edmonton. 

WHEREAS it is expedient that Queen steet, 
one of the streets of the town of Edmonton, 
should be opened, changed and _ ex- 
tended by adding thereto the parcel of land 
hereinafter particularly described, and that the 
said parcel of land should be taken and expro- 
priated for that purpose ; 

THEREFORE the mayor and council of the mu- 
nicipality of the town of Edmonton, in council 
duly assembled, enact as follows : 

1. The parcel of land hereinafter particular- 
ly described is hereby taken and expropriated 
by the municipality of the town of Edmonton 
for the purposes aforesaid ; that is to say : 

All that part of lot number forty (40) in block 
number one (1) as shown upon the plan register- 
ed in the land titles office of; the Northern A\l- 
berta Land Registration District as Plan ‘‘A,” 
and also designated as lot lettered ‘*V” as shown 
upon the plan registered in the said office as 
plan ‘‘A, 1,”which part of the said lot is more 
particularly described as all that portion of the 
said lot lying to the west of a line being the 
production southerly in a direct line to Jasper 
avenue of the easterly limit of Queen street, and 
which part of said lot contains by admea- 
surement 2,683 square feet, more or less. 

2. The said municipality hereby requires that 
any dispute arising between the municipality 
and any party or parties interested in the said 
lands hereby taken and expropriated shall be 
settled by arbitration pursuant to the municipal 
ordinance. 

3. The said municipality hereby authorizes 
the mayor, after any person interested in the 
said property shall have appointed, and given 
due notice to the mayor of his appointment of 
an arbitrator to determine the compensation 
to which such person is entitled, to appoint a 
second arbitrator, and to give notice thereof to 
such other party or parties, 

4. The mayor is hereby authorized totender to 
the said other party or jes as compensation 
for the property taken and the damages sustain. 
ed by reason thereof (which is hereby declared 
not to include the building upon the land) 
the sum of Seven Hund and Fifty Dol.

TAXATION REFORM. 


An address on Taxation reform by D. 
Mowat, M. L. A., before the board of 
trade, Regina, May 10th, 1892, has been 
received in pamphlet form. Mr. Mowat: 
contends that the present system of direct 
taxation on real and personal property 
alone for school and municipal purposes is 
unfair, uncertain, unwise, unequal and 
expensive, and gives apparently fair and 
substantial reasons for his assertions. His 
proposition is that the unfairness, uncet- 
tainty, unwisdom, iuequality and expense 
may be overcome by a tax on land without 
considering the improvements upon it, a 
percentage tax upon the annual turn over 
of the all merchants, traders and business 
men generally, a license tax upon _profes- 
sional men and others who carry on a 
lucrative business without neccssarily ow- 
ing or having other taxable property, and 
aspecific tax on salaries and incomes gen- 
erally. Outside of towns he would tax 
lands only, without regard to improve- 
ments, : 

Mr. Mowat’s contentions as to the pre- 
sent system of direct taxation may be 
taken for granted. It must be evident 
that changing conditions must always be 
the subject of re-adjustment, and that 
pending readjustment, or as long as re- 
adjustment remains imperfect—as it always 
must in this imperfect world—there must 
be to some extent unfairness uncertainty, 
unwisdom, inequality and expense. But 
when it is in order to discuss the proposi- 
tion by which it is expeeted all these 
objections may be avoided, there is opened 
up a very extensive field for discussion. 
On its face the proposition to tax land 
only without regard to the improvements 

upon it seems perfectly fair, but when that 
is decided upon, the next question as to 
how far the existence of improvements 
enhances the actual value of the land upon, 
or in the vicinity of, which they are. In 
other words, shall there be a specific or an 
ad valorum tax on land; shall the land be 
taxed per dollarin value or per acre in ex-

To tax the dealer on hie turiiover rather 
than on his stock or capital aleo seems fair; 
but itis manifestly unfair that if two 
merchants are doing business alongside 
each other, with ¢qual capital and equal 
opportunities, the one who pushes his busi- 
most, and makes the largest turhover—per- 
haps because he sold at the sinallest. profit 
and so gave the people cheaper goods— 
should have to pay the heavier taxes, 

The further proposition of taxing by 
way of license those who practice law or 
medicine, or catry ona banking, loan, ex- 
change or other business where no stock or 
assessable property is required to carry it 
on has something that may be said in its 
favor. Under the present system those 
engaged in these callings are supposed to 
pay a percentage on their income, some- 
thing which it is very difficult to arrive at, 
and which as in the case of Mr. Mowat’s 
proposition regarding the merchants, lays 
the heavier tax on the more enterprising 
and successful and therefore more valuable 
citizen. 

The proposition to levy a specific tax 
on salaries is a good one, if salaries are to 
be taxed at all. At present they are sup- 
posed to be taxed under the head of income. 
But as a tax on salary is a direct tax on 
industry it is questionable whether or not 
the leveying of such a tax is good policy. 

The question of the method of taxation 
is a most important one everywhere and 
one that is particularly important in this 
Northwest. It will necessarily be a most 
important subject for consideration from 
time to time by the Northwest assembly, 
and Mr. Mowat is deserving of all credit 
for being the first member of the assembly 
to publicly take up the question. With- 
out altogether agreeing with Mr, Mowat’s 
propositions the BuLLeTin believes that a 
moderate re adjustment in the directions 
he has indicated is necessary in the 
public interest, at the same time pointing 
out that great care must be used while 
avoiding present difficulty and unfairness, 
hot to run into greater difficulties and 
more extreme unfairness.

WueEreasit is expedient that Namayo avenue, 
one of the streets of the town: of Edmonton, 
shall be opened, changed and extended by adding 
thereto the parcel of land hereinafter particular- 


ly described, and that the said parcel of land 
should be taken and expropriated for that pur- 


THEREFORE the Mayor and Council of the 
Municipality of the Town of Edmonton, in 
Counoil duly assembled, enact as follows : 

1, The parcel of land hereinafter particularly 
described is hereby taken and expropriated by 
the municipality of the town of Edmonton for 
the purposes aforesaid , that is to say :

Rr ary and ad vine Pogue hotness) ES Merete 
he had visited had he seen such a combination ansions appointment 
of advantages as this district possessed, In 
rts of the Red River valley the soil Was as 
deep as at Edmonton, but only in parts, and 
there the extremes of wet and drouth were felt 
more severely owing to the flat nature of the 
country. He had seen the grain and the vege- 
tables and the fields where they grew. Ihe 
wheat was perfect. Other coutitries might 
claim as large yields, although he doubted if 
they could truthfully do so, but none could show 
the immense yield and superior Sage 4 of the 
wheat of the Saskatchewan valley. The barley 
was, if possible, better than the wheat, and the 
oats might easily be mistaken for barley, so 
plump were they. The stubble in the field was 
more like that of rushes than of straw, as it is 
enerally seen. It would be his delight to in- 
orm those whom he met, omhis return, of the 
facts regarding this region, believing that he 
would be doing both them and Edmonton a 
good turn: Edtnontén shotild be a manufactu 
as well as a Gommercial centre, on accouht 
of the cheapness of fuel. The wheat crop should 
be made into flour here instead of being shipped 
to Toronto, and the oat crop should be manufac- 
tured into meal. In conclusion he drew a glow- 
ing picture of Edmonton as it is to be, and gave 
two pieces of sound advice to the farmers and 
townspeople respectively. The former he ad- 
vised to grow less weeds, and the latten, to rise 
earlier in the morning. The lecture was plea- 
sant, instructive and interesting.
